REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee, 


FOR THE 


Year ending March 1, 1879, 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
_C. N. Heaxsy, Prudential Committee, 


This School has been in charge of Miss Sarah H. Porter of 
Lynn, Mass., most of the tme for the past three years. Miss 
Porter has won a reputation as a live, wide.awake and energetic 
teacher, and such reputation she continues to maintain. Each 
and every scholar at once gets the impression that attention 
means business ; to be done, and done now, with promptness and 
dispatch, is evidently the teacher’s maxim. There are no drones 
in the hive, every one being made to feel that on his and her ac- 
tion depends present comfort and future success. 

Recitations were given in that same energetic manner which 
is characteristic of both teacher and pupil. Everything per- 
taining to the school is done with a lively spirit of interest and 
the teacher is ever alert to introduce some new and improved 
method by which to enlighten, instruct and elevate. A strong 
attachment exists between teacher and pupils, giving the school 
a confident and lively air and imparting to the semi-centennial 
structure of a school room, a marked degree of comfort and 
neatness. Good improvement has been made by every scholar: 
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and one class has attained a wonderful proficiency in local 
geography, since the adoption of Cline’s New State Map of New 
Hampshire. The teacher remarks ‘if we have made any im? 
provement this winter, it is due largely to the older scholars, 
who, by their cheerful co-operation with the teacher and their 
uniform kindness and courtesy, have exerted a beneficial in- 
fluenc: upon the entire school.” 

‘The school will continue about three weeks after the date of 
this report. Eleven scholars were neither absent nor tardy dur- 
ing aterm. Keep good teachers. 

DISTRICT’ NO, 2. 
Dupuey C. Lirtierrecp, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Alice Maud Swett of Greenland, teacher for the last four 
years, has had charge of this schoo! most of the time, and needs 
no eulogy from us to convince the most fastidious, that she has 
performed her task to the satisfaction of both parents and schol- 
ars. Ever ready to speak, and act for the benefit of her pupils, 
she gained their good will, and the same good feeling has existed 
during her whole term of service. Each and ‘every recitation 
has been conducted with the same degree of thoroughness and 
precision, and the same spirit of enterprise has been shown as 
formerly manifested, which is seldom equalled. Her. improved 
methods and ever superior ingenuity of device enabled her to 
transmit her best thought and impression to the school. The 
same gentlemanly and ladylike deportment continues. A class 
in Algebra has completed its work, and is at present in review of 
Greenleaf’s National Arithmetic. The specimens of map draw- 
ing, if ever excelled are seldom seen in acommon school. LElev- 
en scholars were not tardy or absent during a term ; one for a 
year. “Let wel: enough alone.” 

DISTRICT NO. 3. 
THomas Piper, Prudential Committee. 

This school of three terms, was taught by Miss Ella E. Web- 
ster of Chester, who at once, by her easy, quiet and gen- 
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tle manner gained the good will of her pupils and held it 
through the entire three terms of 82 weeks. There were 26 
scholars present at the first visit of your committee, and we think 
all were present at the close of the last term, ready to show to 
the parents and friends present, and testify by their acts their 
full appreciation of the services of their teacher; also to show in 
their recitations and good order, with what assiduity she had Ja- 
bored the past year in her vocation, for the general good of each 
and every one entrusted to her care. The whole afternoon ses- 
sion was spent in a general review of the several branches 
taught, which was completed in a simple and able manner, appa- 
rently satistactory to every one interested ; at the close of which 
the teacher was made the recipient of a handsome present at the 
hands of her pupils, presented in a neat and appropriate speech 
by Miss Ellen M. Barker. ‘To this the teacher, full of emotion, 
responded in brief but touching remarks. Fourteen scholars 
were neither absent or tardy for a term, and six for a year. A 
faithful teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 
J. W. Roiiiys, Prudential Committee. 


The first term of 12 weeks was taught by Miss Ellen A. Elli- 
son, a graduate of the Robinson Female Seminary, of Exeter, 
This was her first attempt at school keeping. Although 
a young lady of good ability, she had but little idea of the order 
and discipline requisite to ensure success in teaehing. Your 
committee found the school in disorder at the first, but somewhat 
improved in discipline at the last visit. ‘The gymnastic exercises 
of the pupils, introduced by themselves, were more pleasing to 
themselves than profitable to the school. At the last visit there 
were 19 present, or 7 less than the fullnumber. Some improve- 
ment was made in the various studies, and we were agreeably 
entertained by the scholars, with their recitations, singing, &e. ; 
also by a model school dialogue, as rendered by them, showing _ 
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cood material in this, as any other school. which will develop- 
itself in the future, with proper training. “Order is Heaven’s 
first law.” 

Winter term. This was taught by Miss Susie L. Brown of 
Kensington, a teachzr of experience and ability..  Start- 
ing at once in the right direction, she was enabled, by her firm 
and exacting discipline, which was binding on all, both large 
and small, to show a marked improvement at the outset; and dur- 
ing her 12 weeks of teaching she labored successfully in diffus- 
ing that spirit of animation and enulation, in which she found 
the school deficient. Order was good and a spirit of good feel- 
ing seem to prevail with both teacher and pupils. Each and 
every recitation received its full share of time and attention. 
Both teacher and pupils, during a review of nearly three hours, 
including an amusing and instructive ‘dialogue at the close, ac- 
quitted themselves to the perfect satisfaction of all present. The 
old and dilapidated school house under the hill is among the 
things that were, and a new, neat and commodious one has been 
erected on a pleasant spot, with ample playgrounds and orna- 
mented with what are to be shade trees in the future, showing 
thereby that the citizens of the district are not wanting in care 
for the comfort of their children, and the welfaie of the young 
and the coming generation. Employ teachers of age and ex- 
perience. | 


REMARKS. 

Female teaciers have been employed in our schools the past 
year, and their labors have been generally successful. A poor 
school cannot be closed too soon, or a good one continued too 
long with proper intermissions and vacations, Another saying, 
“ A poor teacher cannot be dismissed too soon or u good one sel- 
dom retained too long,” is worthy of remembrance. The schools 
in districts Nos. 1 and 2 are in keeping at the present time and 
will continue from two to four weeks. 

In district No. 3 we found the walls adorned with Mitchell’s 
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outline Maps, which were obtained through the efforts of teacher 
and scholars, and the generosity of eitizens ; also, in the school 
room of dist. No. 4, we found Cornell’s, with “ Young America” 
pointer in hand, ready to tell you the mountains, lakes and riv- 
ers and various sounds and inlets, in both home and foreign 
countries. 7 

At the commencement of the winter term Cline’s new map of 
New Hampshire was recommended and introduced into the sev 
eral schools ;.a work long needed. Our geographies contain 
comparatively nothing of a local character and a few years since 
scarce one pupil could bound his or her own town or county ; 
while to-day you will find a class that will tell you so much of 
our native state that we would believe we had lived it all over 
—sailed its rivers and lakes, traversed its valleys, hunted its 
forests, climbed its mountains, and, in fact, taken a bird’s-eye 
view of its varied scenery, 

Parents have seemingly taken hold with renewed energy and 
zeal and co-operated for the education of their children. Ab- 
senteeism and tardiness have decreased, our children have been 
more punctual, and only one instance has come to our notice 
where the parents did not fully co-operate with the teacher to 
ensure a compliance with good order and wholesome rules and 
regulations. One writer says, ‘ any one who will conspire to 
break up or disturb the school and thereby contaminate the 
youthful mind, is not worthy the name of ‘ citizen’ and should 
be banished to the Dry Tortugas or barred from the society of a 
civilized community. Parents should visit the school at least 
once each term, that the teacher may be inspired with new life 
and ambition and that the pupils may feel that their parents in- 
terest reaches beyond the present—even to their distant and 
future welfare. Parents, friends and teachers of to-day should 
realize that the inmates of our school rooms will, a few years 
hence fill our pulpits, adorn our rostrums and occupy our chairs 
of state and nation.
